KNOXVILLE, Tenn. A gunman opened fire at 
a church youth performance Sunday and 
killed two people, including a man whom 
witnesses called a hero for shielding oth- 
ers from a shotgun blast. 

Seven adults also were injured but no 
children were harmed at the Tennessee 
Valley Unitarian Universalist Church. 
Church members said they dove under 
pews or ran from the building when the 
shooting started. 

The gunman was tackled by congre- 
gants and eventually taken into police 
custody 

Jim Adkisson, 58, was charged with 
first-degree murder and was being held on 


$1 million bail, according to city spokes- 
man Randy Kenner, who did not know 
if the suspect had retained an attorney 
Authorities were searching Adkisson’s 
home in the Knoxville bedroom commu- 
nity of Powell, Kenner said. 

The man slain was identified as Greg 
McKendry, 60, a longtime church mem- 
ber and usher. Church member Barbara 
Kemper told The Associated Press that 
McKendry “stood in the front of the 
gunman and took the blast to protect 
the rest of us.” 

Linda Kreager, 61, died at the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee Medical Center a few 
hours after the shooting, Kenner said. 

Five people remained hospitalized, all 


in critical or serious condition. Two oth- 
ers were treated and released. 

The gunman’s motive is not yet 
known. The church, like many other 
Unitarian Universalist churches, pro- 
motes progressive social work, such 
as desegregation and fighting for the 
rights of women and gays. The Knox- 
ville congregation has provided sanctu- 
ary for political refugees, fed the home- 
less and founded a chapter of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, according to 
its Web site. 

Kemper said the gunman shouted 
before he opened fire. 

“It was hateful words. He was saying 
hateful things,” she said, but refused to 
elaborate. 

There were about 200 people watch- 
ing a performance by 25 children based 
on the musical ‘Annie” when the shoot- 
ing took place. 

Church member Mark Harmon said he 
was in the first row. “It had barely begun 
when there was an incredibly loud bang,” 
he said. 

Harmon said he thought the noise was 
part of the play, then he heard a second 
loud bang. As he dove for cover, he real- 
ized a woman behind him was bleeding. 
She looked like she was in shock, touch- 
ing her wound, he said. 

“It seems so unreal,” Harmon said.

When Amy Morris’ twin boys, then 
11, went on an academic trip to Washing- 
ton last year, she agreed to give them cell 
phones at the program’s request. But this 
summer she was dismayed to learn that 
girls at her 8 -year-old daughter’s day camp 
were using cell phones they’d taken along 
in their backpacks. 

“We were outraged,” says the Connecti- 
cut mother, who adds that the camp didn’t 
know. “These girls think it’s a cute game. 
But it’s inappropriate, and it’s unnecessary” 
It’s a signature parenting dilemma of 
the wireless age: Should kids have cell 
phones? And how old is old enough? It pits 
our understandable desire to keep tabs on 
our offspring— not to mention make them 
happy— against the instinctive feeling that 
it’s simply, well, wrong for youngsters to 
spend their time chatting and texting over 
the airwaves. 

Now, there’s further ammunition for 
Morris and other reluctant parents like her 
to stand firm: The warning last week by 
the head of a prominent cancer research 
institute to his faculty and staff. Limit cell 
phone use, he said, because of the possible 
cancer risk— especially when it comes to 
children, whose brains are still developing. 

The warning from Dr. Ronald Herber- 
man, director of the University of Pitts- 
burgh Cancer Institute, was based on 
early, unpublished data and came despite 
numerous studies that haven’t found a link 
between increased tumors and cell phone 
use. But it’s struck a nerve among parents 
who already have other reasons to resist 
their children’s entreaties. 

CELL PHONE STATS 

According to the Pew Research Cen- 
ter, 78 percent of all adults own cell 
phones, including 86 percent of 18-29 
year-olds. Pew doesn’t compile sta- 
tistics on those younger than 18. It’s 
harder to gauge the tween set (usually 
defined as between 9 and 13) but it’s 
telling that in 2004, 21 percent of those 
aged 8 to 10 and 36 percent of the II to 
14 group had phones, according to the 
Kaiser Family Foundation— a number 
sure to have ballooned since then.

A study released this month by DePaul University 
ranked Chicago’s community areas based on their ethnic,

Lauren Fischer, a research associate at DePaul Univer- 
sity’s Chaddick Institute for Metropolitan Development, 
conducted the diversity study as part of her master’s thesis 
in public policy 

Using 2005 Census data, Fischer and Chaddick director 
Joseph Schwieterman measured each neighborhood’s eth- 
nic, income and age diversity through three dif- 
ferent indexes, and then came up with a weighted 
composite index to give each neighborhood a final 
score, which determined the ranking. In the calcula- 
tions, the most weight was given to ethnic diversity 
followed by income and then age. Here are the top 20 most 
diverse Chicago community areas, according to the report.

At 15, Laura Castro moved from 
what was then “lily-white” Hanover 
Park to Uptown, and she was awed 
by the array of races, cultures and 
characters she found in her new 
neighborhood. 

“I never saw that many types of 
people in one place,” said Castro, now 49 and a bartender 
at the Green Mill Jazz Club, an Uptown institution. “It was 
really diverse.” 

Almost 35 years later, Uptown remains strikingly diverse in 
a city that historically has been racially segregated. 

Uptown was No. 1 in a DePaul University study released 
this month that ranked Chicago’s community areas based on 
their ethnic, income and age diversity 

Uptown and other traditionally diverse neighborhoods, 
including Rogers Park, Hyde Park and Edgewater, are 
remarkable because they’ve managed to thrive as diverse 


communities for decades, becoming neither slums nor total- 
ly gentrified as others have, said Mike Maly, chair of the Soci- 
ology Department at Roosevelt University 

Community groups that push for affordable housing and 
good health care, schools and jobs are paramount to main- 
taining neighborhood diversity, Maly said. The Organization 
of the North East, founded 34 years ago to “build and sus- 
tain a successful multi-ethnic, mixed-economic community” 
in Uptown, Rogers Park, Edgewater and Ravenswood, is an 
important example, he said. 

“It’s not just a big diversity fair where everyone brings their 
own dish,” said Maly, author of the book “Beyond Segrega- 
tion.” “They’ve gotten people to work on projects together.” 

Some diversity stems not from tradition, but demo- 
graphic shifts. DePaul researchers were surprised that 
Bridgeport ranked fourth most diverse, after Rogers Park 
and Hyde Park. 

Bridgeport has traditionally been a white, Irish, politically 
connected working-class neighborhood, study author Lauren 
Fischer said, but large numbers of Latinos and Asians in the 
neighborhood have made whites the minority More high- 
income residents also are moving in. 

“So often when we talk about gentrification, we think it’s 
going to homogenize, but in the first stages, it can actually 
diversify the neighborhood,” Fischer said. 

Such diversity can be temporary, as rising housing costs 
tend to push people out. Witness Lincoln Park, which in 
1980 was equal parts low-, middle- and high-income. By 
2000, 74 percent of Lincoln Park households were high- 
income and 11 percent were low-income, according to a 
report from the Metro Chicago Information Center. 

West Town and the Near West Side— which include the 
West Loop, Wicker Park and Ukrainian Village— are now 
among the top 10 most diverse neighborhoods in DePaul’s 
rankings. But it’s unlikely they’ll stay that way, Fischer said. 

“They’re almost getting to that saturation point, and then 
they lose their income diversity,” Fischer said. 

Roosevelt’s Maly said diverse neighborhoods should be 
encouraged to thrive. 

“It’s not a kumbaya situation where everyone has to get 
along; diversity is not an easy thing to carry out when you 
have language issues and competing visions of what is good,” 
Maly said. “But I think it’s important for our country to have 
those kinds of spaces where people can rub elbows.”

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Testimony offers

Obama in a ‘no-win situation’

Jesse Guajardo choked back tears on 
the witness stand in federal court as he 
abandoned his second family once and 
for all. 

He had grown up in the Latin Kings 
street gang, peddling drugs when he was 
only 8 and becoming a soldier when he was 
a young teenager. 

After an uncle recommended him for 
membership in 1988, he suffered a beating 
or “violation” by three Latin Kings to join 
the gang’s ranks. 

By 2006, at age 29, he was a chapter 
leader in the southwest suburbs, com- 
manding two dozen soldiers and making 
his betrayal of the Latin Kings that much 
more stunning. 

He was facing life in prison in a drug 
case when he decided to cooperate with 
the government. 

“I had no choice,” Guajardo told a 
defense lawyer, who called him a traitor 
at the drug conspiracy trial of his one- 
time gang boss, Fernando King. “I had 
to choose to continue to be a Latin King 
or continue being a father. I didn’t ask 
for this.” 

Federal authorities call Guajardo’s cooper- 
ation remarkable and say his testimony was 
a significant moment in their battle against 
Chicago’s entrenched street gangs. 

He became one of the highest-ranking 
Latin Kings to testify against his superi- 
ors, in the process offering a rare glimpse 
into the powerful gang’s structure and reach. 

King, 38 — the gang’s national “Supreme 
Inca” or No. 2 leader— was convicted 
Tuesday in a drug conspiracy that saw 
him back Guajardo’s drug operation with 
Latin King muscle. 

Working undercover for the federal 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives, Guajardo secretly record- 
ed high-level gang meetings, once catch- 
ing King reprimanding members of the 
gang’s “Crown Town” region, near Mid- 
way Airport, for disrespecting the rules 
of the gang. 

Guajardo said the gang maintained 
security in its stronghold in Little Village 
by establishing a perimeter patrolled by 
gang soldiers. 

In addition to Little Village and “Crown 
Town,” the Latin Kings had six other 
regional organizations stretching from 
Waukegan to East Chicago with hun- 
dreds— if not thousands— of members in 
neighborhood chapters. 


Senator speaks out 
about his handling of 
rumors he’s Muslim

Sen. Barack Obama said Sunday in Chi- 
cago that responding to incorrect asser- 
tions that he’s a Muslim has put him in a 
“no-win situation.” 

If he allows the Internet rumors and oth- 
er misleading information to go unchal- 
lenged, it’s an affront to his Christianity and 
could cost him support from voters who 
don’t want a Muslim in the White House. 

But if he aggressively confronts the 
rumors, it could suggest to some that there’s 
something wrong with being a Muslim. 

“This is a classic example of a no-win 
situation,” Obama told hundreds of jour- 
nalists gathered for the UNITY conven- 
tion for journalists of color. 

“I have repeatedly said I’m not a 
Muslim, but this whole strategy of sug- 
gesting that I am is indicative of anti- 
Muslim strategy that we have to fight 
against,” he said. 

Obama said he also didn’t want his reli- 
gion to be falsely identified as a matter of 
respect for his own faith. 


In other words 

Sen. Barack Obama also addressed his 
trip to the Mideast and Europe while 
speaking at the UNITY journalism con- 
vention in Chicago. He said that whatev- 
er the short-term impact of his trip, the 
longer-term impact will be positive. 

“In terms of me governing, being an 
effective president, that trip was helpful, 
because I think I’ve established relation- 
ships and a certain bond of trust with 
key leaders around the world who have 
taken measure of my positions and how 
I operate and I think can come away 
with some confidence that this is some- 
body I can deal with,” he said. 


“If you were a Muslim and somebody 
consistently said you were a Christian, I 
suspect that you would want to have that 
corrected,” he said. 

Later, Obama was asked whether he 
would be a strong contender for presi- 
dent if he were a Muslim. 

He didn’t directly answer the question, 
but said the ‘American people are more 
tolerant and open minded than a lot of 
the pundits give them credit for.” 


Obama spoke to the group after return- 
ing from a tour of parts of the Middle 
East and Europe. 

He said the relationships he created 
from the trip would help him if he won 
the White House. 

But he added that he didn’t expect the 
much-publicized tour to give him a boost 
in the polls. 

“People are understandably concerned 
about the immediate effects of the econ- 
omy,” he said. 

Obama also answered a question from 
a reporter who asked whether there were 
too many immigrants coming to the 
country 

“The problem is not the number of 
immigrants,” he said. “The problem is 
when we’ve got a legal immigration sys- 
tem running parallel with an illegal immi- 
gration system.” 

He said he would improve border secu- 
rity, penalize companies who hire ille- 
gal immigrants and create a path to citi- 
zenship for the law-abiding illegal immi- 
grants in the country 

Obama was warmly received by most 
of the journalists in attendance. As he 
walked on the stage, he was cheered and 
given a standing ovation. 
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4 shot, I killed outside bar 

Four men were shot, one fatally, outside a 
Chicago Heights bar early Sunday morn- 
ing, police said. Police in the south suburb 
said Johnathan Williams, 20, of the 7300 
block of South Kedzie Avenue in Chicago 
was killed, and Darius Bell, 19, of the 3600 
block of Roberts Court in Hazel Crest was 
shot in the chest in the shooting at Eso- 
teric Nightclub. Two other men suffered 
minor injuries, police said. 

Alcohol poisoning suspected 
in deaths of 2 men 

Two men in their early 20s died of sus- 
pected alcohol poisoning in unrelated 
incidents over the weekend, the Cook 
County medical examiner's office report- 
ed Sunday. Modesto Meraz, 20, was 
found unresponsive around 12:30 p.m. 
Saturday in the 2600 block of North Neva 
Avenue in Chicago. A few hours later, 
Gabriel Chiu, 22, of Hampshire was found 
unresponsive in the 6600 block of Apple 
Tree Street in Hanover Park.

Four people were hospitalized in good condition Sunday 
after a car crashed into the glass wall of a Starbucks in North 
Park and struck patrons inside, police said. 

Witnesses told police the driver of a blue Lexus traveling 
north on North Lincoln Avenue around noon tried to make a 
right turn into the Lincoln Village shopping center but veered 
off the road and into the coffee shop. 

The Lexus jumped a curb, leveled a stop sign and damaged a 
tree before shattering a glass wall facing North Lincoln, police 
said. Inside, two men were sitting at tables near the window 
when the car struck them, police said. 


The driver, a 56 -year-old Chicago woman, was cited for 
making an improper right turn, negligent driving and lack of 
insurance, police said. 

She and her passenger, a 24-year-old woman, were taken 
by ambulance to Swedish Covenant Hospital. One victim 
inside the store, a 55-year-old man, also was taken to Swed- 
ish Covenant. 

The other victim in the store, a 29 -year-old man, was taken 
to St. Francis Hospital in Evanston. 

There was no indication the driver was intoxicated, Police 
Officer John Mirabelli said. 


Possible arson in Little Village kills man 


Authorities are investigating a possible 
arson in connection with a house fire that 
killed one man and left his brother in criti- 
cal condition Sunday in Little Village. 

Ramon Rolon, 42, was pronounced 
dead at 6:04 a.m., according to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office. Rolon’s 
older brother, Anibal, remained in criti- 
cal condition Sunday evening, authorities 
said. His mother’s boyfriend, Pedro Cruz- 
Escalera, was treated and released. 

Firefighters were called to the scene at 
5:11 a.m. Sunday less the 48 hours after the 
brothers’ mother, Maria Rolon, had been 
scheduled to testify against local gang mem- 
bers in a criminal case, family members said. 
Maria Rolon has lived on the 2400 block of 
South Hamlin Avenue for about eight years 
and recently had accused neighborhood 


gang members of breaking her windows. 

Rolon filed a complaint against the men 
because she could not afford to replace 
the windows and wanted restitution, her 
daughter Jacqueline Ferrer said. Shortly 
after talking with police, Rolon noticed 
that part of her garage appeared as if it had 
been singed by fire, but she did not report 
the incident to authorities, Ferrer said. 

At her family’s urging, Rolon did not 
appear in court Friday to testify against 
the men, relatives said. 

“We told her not to go,” Ferrer said. “We 
told her she was only going to make things 
worse.” 

The Chicago Police Department’s 
bomb and arson unit was called to the 
scene Sunday morning, but authorities 
say they have not found any evidence

connecting the fire to Rolon’s run-in with 
local gang members. 

‘At this time, we’re still investigating the 
cause,” Deputy District Chief Matthew 
Thomas said.

Iowa debate: Is stripping an art? 


DES MOINES Iowa doesn’t have any all- 
nude strip clubs— but it does have 
performing arts centers where women 
dance naked. 

However, the loophole in the state’s 
public indecent exposure law that allows 
nude dancing at “art centers” is under 
attack in the small community of Ham- 
burg, a town of 1,200 just across the Mis- 
souri River from Nebraska. 

The case pending before a Fremont Coun- 
ty judge affects only one business in Ham- 
burg, but if he agrees with the prosecutor, it 
could eventually threaten the legal standing 
of nude dancing clubs across the state. 

District Judge Timothy O’Grady heard 
arguments in a one-day trial on July 17 and 
took the case under advisement. 


It all began on July 21, 2007, when a 17- 
year-old niece of Sheriff Steven MacDon- 
ald climbed up on stage at Shotgun Geniez 
in Hamburg and stripped off her clothing. 
Owner Clarence Judy was charged with vio- 
lating Iowa’s public indecent exposure law 
Judy responded that the law doesn’t apply 
to a “theater, concert hall, art center, muse- 
um, or similar establishments” devoted to 
the arts or theatrical performances. 

“Dance has been considered one of the 
arts, as is sculpture, painting and anything 
else like that. What Clarence has is a club 
where people can come and perform,” said 
his lawyer, Michael Murphy 
Nonsense, said Fremont County Attorney 
Margaret Johnson, an underage girl danced 
naked at the club, and that’s illegal.

Bears sign Hester 
to 4-year extension

BOURBONNAIS The biggest smile in Bears camp 
Sunday might have belonged to Devin Hester 
with his contract extension through 2013. But 
Hester’s was far from the only happy face. 

The Hester contract extension runs through 
2013, with a maximum value of $40 million 
and including $15 million in guaranteed mon- 
ey The deal features escalators of $10 million 
in each of the final two years, which Hester 
can reach through receptions, yardage and 
other targets. 

The deal brings to 10 the number of Bears 
signed to extensions or new deals this year. 
General Manager Jerry Angelo, President 
Ted Phillips and senior director of football 
administration Cliff Stein are concluding a 
stellar off-season. 

The front office has signed Pro Bowl defen- 
sive tackle Tommie Harris, Pro Bowl line- 
backers Lance Briggs and Brian Urlacher, Pro 
Bowl kicker Robbie Gould, Pro Bowl return- 
er Hester, a Pro Bowl alternate in defensive 
end Alex Brown and a starting tight end in 
Desmond Clark. 

Last November the Bears signed Pro Bowl 
center Olin Kreutz. And last off-season they 
signed Pro Bowl cornerbacks Charles Tillman 
and Nathan Vasher. 

In doing so, the Bears have established the 
delicate pattern of being willing to run ahead 
of the market by working out deals with players 
already under contract. 

“They’re very hard deals to get done,” said 
Stein, who handles contracts. “It’s a lot of pro- 
jection, and you can only go on current data. 

“When you do deals early, the players know 
they take risks that they could outplay their 
contract and have their market value increase. 
The club risks a player being injured or some- 
thing else changing, maybe a player not having 
as good a year. 

“So both sides know there are risks and 
there’s got to be a tradeoff.” 

Kreutz, a co-captain and an acknowledged 
team leader, has seen the bigger picture take 
shape. 

“They pay and take care of their own guys, 
and that’s a comfortable feeling if you’re a play- 


er,” he said. “If you play and perform the way 
they expect, the organization will take care of 
you. That’s a place you want to be. 

“Obviously with the salary cap going up, at 
some point you have to pay guys. But they’re 
making a statement that they want to win, and 
it creates a good feeling in the locker room.” 

It takes more than good feelings to win a 
Super Bowl. But Super Bowls are rarely won 


when a locker room is permeated by bad feel- 
ings. 

“That’s a good message, and that’s the mes- 
sage {Angelo] wants in the locker room,” Stein 
said. 

The Hester talks, which had been going on 
since April, approached what one team official 
described as “the nth hour” Saturday night. 
Hester wanted to be paid like a No. 1 receiver,

Sitting in the No. i spot on Billboard’s adult R&B charts — 
several notches above Alicia Keys, MaryJ. Blige, A 1 Green and 
Usher— is a new song with an old soul called “The River.” 

The tune has a gospel, almost hymn-like flavor. The singer 
sounds more like Sam Cooke than Jaheim. And the lyrics cel- 
ebrate a slice of life that’s unheralded in modern urban music. 

“I held my breath when they dipped my head/Then I came 
up shiny and new/Found out about love in the back of my 
Impala/Where they laid my grandfather too/Down by the riv- 
er/Where black folks gather after Sunday service is through,” 
goes one verse of Noel Gourdin’s first single. 

“The River” surprised a whole lot of people with its trip to 
the top of the charts— not least the executives at Epic Records, 
who shelved Gourdin’s debut album more than a year ago. 

“The label was unsure. Compared to what’s out there, the 
record goes against the grain,” says Gourdin, a Brockton, 
Mass., native who now lives in Roslindale, Mass. “It’s so fam- 
ily-oriented, and they were scared to put it out.” 

That Gourdin’s wholesome value system inspires fear in the 
music industry is a conversation all by itself. Suffice it to say 
the 26 -year-old artist wears his affection for old-school sounds 
and virtues like a badge of honor. Riffing on the common wis- 
dom that artists should aspire to the cutting edge, Gourdin 
titled his debut ‘After My Time.” 

The album isn’t a throwback, though. Gourdin and his main 
collaborator, Tommy Olivera, part of the Trakaddix production 
team, merged the artist’s soul-man instincts with the producer’s 
hip-hop flavors and came up with a sound that bridges the eras. 

With the massive success of the single— thanks largely to 
the efforts of radio host Steve Harvey, who heard “The River” 
on satellite radio and has championed the song with mission- 
ary zeal on his syndicated morning show— Epic released ‘After 
My Time” last Tuesday 

“We went from thinking we might be dropped to this album 
release so, yes, it feels like the stars are lining up,” Gourdin 
says. “I’m grateful that I feel free and able to make music that 
means something to me.” 

In 2002, family friend Larry “Lucky” Fernandes became 

Gourdin’s manager. Fernandes is effusive about Gourdin’s tal- 
ent and cautiously optimistic about the album’s prospects. 

“If we get the right push from the label, I don’t see why we 
can’t go platinum,” he says. “The problem is Epic is a pop 
label, they deal with Menudo, and Noel is a soul artist. I 
don’t know much about rock, but if you gave me Van Halen, 
I would know they’re gonna be huge and it would have my 
full support, even if I didn’t know what to do with it. 

“The next thing for Noel to do is link up with a really 
good tour and spend a year on the road, connecting the 
dots. Right now, Noel’s song is bigger than he is. We need 
Noel to be bigger than his songs.” 

Gourdin has hit a nerve with a celebration of commu- 
nity, and while the suits might be shaking their heads, 
Gourdin isn’t surprised. 

“I really do think there’s a niche that’s not being 
filled,” he says. “I believe people want music that has 
meaning.”

Being bad may never have been this good before. 
The consensus is the late Heath Ledger is nearly per- 
fect as The Joker in “The Dark Knight,” the latest Bat- 
man movie that has earned $314.2 million as of Sunday 
“He’s out-villained Hannibal Lecter,” raved Gary Old- 
man, who plays Lt. Jim Gordon in the film, to ‘Access 
Hollywood.” Villains are tricky roles, but it’s possible to 
be deliciously evil, if you follow these 10 rules. 

Take the job seriously 

In “The Dark Knight,” Ledger immerses himself in 
The Joker, nearly disappearing into melting makeup 
that reeks of moral decay, creepy lip-licking manner- 
isms and an eerie, taunting voice. 

“It’s a totally different villain than you’ve seen 
in comic book movies before,” says Rob Allstet- 
ter, whose comicscontinuum.com Web site is a popu- 
lar source for comic book news. “He’s chaos, is what 
he is.” 

Add sympathy 

One of the most popular comic-book movie villains 
is Alfred Molina’s Dr. Otto Octavius, better known as 
Dr. Octopus, from 2004’s “Spider-Man 2.” As a scien- 
tist whose wife is accidentally killed during the exper- 
iments that lead to his super mechanical arms, Molina 
captures the pathos of a man whose quest for knowl- 
edge and power ruins his life. 


Be faithful to source material 

Comic book fans are sticklers for accuracy That’s 
why the best-loved villains stay true to the print ver- 
sions of the characters, says Chris Marshall, whose 
“Collected Comics Library” podcast focuses on col- 
lected editions and trade paperbacks. 

Marshall thinks Julian McMahon’s villain in the 
2005 “Fantastic Four” didn’t work, not because the 
“Nip/Tuck” actor lacked charm, but because his Vic- 
tor Von Doom, a quip-spewing CEO, wasn’t close 
enough to the arrogant monarch of the comic books. 

Find a great costume 

Whether the approach is simple (Cillian Murphy’s 
ragged Scarecrow look in 2005’s “Batman Begins”) or 
elaborate (Rebecca Romijn’s seductive blue skin as 
Mystique in the “X-Men” series), the get-ups for vil- 
lains have to be convincing. 

When a villain’s look is amazing enough, you 
barely need a real actor. The computer-generated 
Silver Surfer in the “Fantastic Four” sequel of 2007 
was such a sleek triumph, fans wanted to root for 
him instead of loan Gruffudd’s stretchy Mr. Fan- 
tastic, Reed Richards. 

Go ahead, go over the top 

Villains have a mix of arrogance and intelligence 
that requires big gestures, but that’s OK. There’s 
nothing more fun to watch than an A-list actor 


unleashing his inner egomaniac . 

Don’t overshadow good guys 

Well-matched adversaries are more fun than a 
lopsided faceoff Ian McKellen’s Magneto and Pat- 
rick Stewart’s Professor X of the “X-Men” flicks are 
often cited as a perfect pairing. Although McKellen 
is frailer than the Magneto of the comic books, he 
gives the character an air of superiority and intelli- 
gence that complements Professor X’s equally laser- 
like smarts, says comic book historian Ken Quattro. 

Less effective was the battle between Colin Farrell 
as Bullseye and Ben Affleck as the title hero in 2003’s 
“Daredevil.” Although Quattro says Farrell was the 
best part of the movie, his acting couldn’t disguise the 
fact the rest of “Daredevil”— including Affleck’s hero- 
ic actions— was mostly forgettable. 

Control the camp 

Campy humor can work, but the style has often 
seemed too broad for the big screen, starting with 
Gene Hackman’s Lex Luthor in 1978’s “Superman.” 
Although some consider it heresy to bash Hackman, 
others think he treated the role almost like a joke. 

“It was like he was winking to the audience, ‘I know 
this is ridiculous and so do you,’ ” Quattro says. 

Explore love-hate nature of characters 

Michelle Pfeiffer’s Catwoman in 1992’s “Batman 
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Returns” is the purrfect example of this rule. Her 
sexy anger as Catwoman contrasts nicely with her 
vulnerable previous life as a put-upon single wom- 
an Selina Kyle. When Pfeiffer is pushed around— 
and out a window— before her transformation into 
her black vinyl catsuit, you understand that ven- 
geance is rightfully hers. 

Look for right director 

Quattro says the comics community feels Joel 
Schumacher almost ruined the Batman series with 
his overly theatrical “Batman & Robin” (the one 
that put George Clooney in a batsuit with rub- 
ber nipples). Similarly, Ang Lee rankled the super- 
hero set by taking his 2003 “Hulk” into brooding 
psychological territory that reduced villain Nick 
Nolte to scenery-chewing as Bruce Banner’s mad 
scientist father. 

Insist on a good script 

A poorly written movie guarantees one-dimen- 
sional caricatures, like Sharon Stone’s cosmetics 
diva in 2004’s “Catwoman,” who set the cause of 
female treachery back a few decades. Stone, whose 
character uses a beauty product that turns her skin 
into living marble, might be one of the worst villains 
ever, Allstetter, ofcomicscontinuum.com, says. 

“Her power,” he says with a laugh, “was she had a 
face that wouldn’t break.” 










RATING VILLAINS 

Villains are crucial to the success of superhero 
movies. The good guys in tights may get all the 
glory, but their cinematic franchises would be 
nothing without the evil adversaries.

Heath Ledger 

(THE JOKER) 

Instead of being afraid of comparisons to Jack 
Nicholson’s Joker in the 1989 “Batman,” Led- 
ger tackled the role with intense dedication, 
creating a character whose mayhem is all the 
more terrifying because his motivations are so 
mysterious. 

Ian McKellen 

(MAGNETO) 

If comic books are an underrated art form with 
all the passion and depth of Shakespeare, they 
deserve an actor like McKellen, who plays “X- 
Men” nemesis Magneto, a tortured master of 
magnetism, like Hamlet crossed with Macbeth. 

Alfred Molina 

(DR. OCTOPUS) 

A fan favorite, Molina’s Doc Oc is an emotion- 
ally nuanced villain who wreaks havoc before 
rediscovering his humanity. Plus, it’s cool to 
watch him multi-task with his mechanical arms 
in “Spider-Man 2.” 

Michelle Pfeiffer 

(CATWOMAN) 

Although she filled out her catsuit nicely, 
Pfeiffer’s real talent in “Batman Returns” was 
fleshing out the source of her feline rage. It was 
a smartly feminist take on how nice girls (like 
Catwoman’s alter ego, Selina Kyle) finish last. 

ON THE FENCE 

Jack Nicholson 

(THE JOKER) 

Nicholson sits at the top of the acting pantheon, 
so, of course, he tends to go over the top. His 
clown prince of crime in Tim Burton’s “Batman” 
is too colorful, too demented, and, depending 
on whether you hate it or love it, too much. 

SCARY BAD 

Gene Hackman 

(LEX LUTHOR) 

Love him or hate him— and the debate can get 
heated— Hackman’s Luthor is heavy on the ha- 
ha as Christopher Reeve’s foe in “Superman”— 
especially compared to Kevin Spacey’s Lex in 
“Superman Returns.” 

Nick Nolte 

(BRUCE BANNER’S FATHER) 

His complicated speeches and messy hair 
may be the stuff of mad scientists, but Nolte’s 
screen time in the 2003 “Hulk” sometimes 
seems like a re-creation of his crazy police 
mug-shot photo. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger 

(MR. FREEZE) 

In what’s probably his most camp-tastic role 
ever, the future California governor puns his 
way through “Batman & Robin” with lines like, 
“You’re not sending me to the cooler.” Brrr.
